What is still not clear is why the 
TNussians - who have no Sam-5s 
"eployed in any country outside the 
,'arsaw Pact apart from Syria - 
tade the move. 

Western analysts suggest either 
lat Syrian President Hafez Assad, 
nhappy with an autonomous fore- 
jd military presence on his soil, 
sounded it. or that rhe new Soviet 
jgirnt: intends to lessen its active 
tvolvcment in countries in poten- 
aliv volatile areas - as is perhaps 
idicated by the exodus of an esti- 
uted 2.000 military advisers and 


other Soviet personnel from Syria in 
recent weeks. 

The handing over of the missiles, 
coupled with the withdrawal of 
Soviet experts from Syria, has re- 
focused attention on Syria's future 
intentions. Experts do not expect 
war to break out between Israel and 
Syria at this stage - given Syria’s 
relative isolation in the Arab world, 
the non-belligerent gesture of tbe 
states on Israel’s other borders, and 
Israel’s disengagement from Leba- 
non. But they do not nde out the 
possibility. 

The chance of war, these experts 
say, wiQ increase in direct propor- 
tion to any advances made on the 
peace front and in the consolidation 
of the anti-Syrian Baghdad-Amman- 
Cairo axis. 

While even a limited war would be 
virtually suicidal for the Syrian 
aimed forces, Assad may be willing 
to sacrifice his army to undermine a 
developing peace process, and re- 
assert his leadership both internally 
and in the imer-Arab context.

VATICAN CITY. - Pope John Paul 
II has begun a major review of the 
Lebanese situation to see what in- 
itiative the Holy See can take to help 
restore peace there, Vatican officials 
reported yesterday. 

The pontiff conferred with Car- 
dinal Antoni us Butros Khreish pat- 
riarch of Lebanon's Maronite 
Catholic community, on Monday 
evening shortly after the prelate ar- 
rived in Rome for consultations 
with top Vatican officials. 

“The Holy See is exploring what 
initiative it can take, above all on the 
humanitarian level, to help Lebanon 
in die present difficulties.” Joaquin 
Navarro, the Vatican spokesman, 
told reporters. 

However, he said the Vatican "for 
the moment” is not consdiring any 
specific initiative of a political na- 
ture. 


Italian Foreign Ministry sources 
said yesterday that Italy was taking a 
diplomatic initiative to try to stop 
bloodshed in Lebanon. 

Italy, currently president of the 
European Community's Ministerial 
Council, is studying the timing and 
details of such an intervention with 
its community partners, the sources 
said. 

Rome is particularly concerned 
over what it regards as serious hu- 
man rights violations against Maro- 
nites in South Lebanon, the sources 
stated. 

Foreign Minister Giulio Andreotti 
has appealed to the Lebanese go\- 
ernment. leaders of the country's 
main ethnic groups, and Syria and Is- 
rael to use their authority to halt rhe 
bloodshed. 

In Paris, an External Relations 
Ministry spokesman said yesterday 


that France was involved in intense 
behind-the-scenes diplomatic activ- 
ity on tbe Lebanon situation. 

"The position of the Holy See 
regarding Lebanon is known - to 
encourage and support prospects for 
collaboration between the Lebanese 
communities, maintaining the inde- 
pendence of the country." Navarro 
said. 

Before he left Lebanon Khreish 
told reporters he would ask the pope 
to start peace talks on the interna- 
tional level and secure rhe return of 
Christians who fled "their villages 
during Christian-Moslem fighting in 
South Lebanon. 

Khreish also planned a series of 
meetings with the ambassadors of 
several countries which have been 
involved in Lebanon, including Bri- 
tain. France the U.S. and Syria.

BEIRUT (AP). - Twenty-eight 
people were killed in Beirut 
yesterday in the heaviest shelling 
in the Lebanese capital for nearly 
a year. 

Military leaders and army 
officers declared an “immediate 
and comprehensive cease-fire,” 
but sporadic gunfights continued 
along the city’s “green line." 

It was the 29th cease-fire to be 
announced in 10 days of bloody 
fighting. Few of the cease-fires have 
held for more than a few hours. 

“To hell with the cease-fire," a 
young Moslem militiaman told a 
reporter in the' battle zone. 

Soon after the cease-fire was 
announced. President Amin 
Jemayel telephoned Syrian Presi- 
dent Hafez Assad, the state radio 
announced laconically. 

Damascus has been trying to 
mediate between Lebanon's warring 
Christians and Moslems in the wake 
of concern at the erosion of 
Jemayels authority because he has 
foiled to halt the bloodshed. 


The “security committee" made 
up of leaders of the main warring 
factions and senior army officers, 
declared the cease-fire after a one- 
hour meeting at the committee’s 
mid-city racetrack headquarters as 
gunfire crackled around them. 

The committee members were 
only able to meet after they had been 
driven through the fighting in French 
truce observers’ armoured person- 
nel carriers. 

The security committee meeting 
followed IS hours of non-stop tank, 
artillery and rocket battles across the 
five kilometre “green line." 

Police said at least 68 people have 
been killed since the clashes began 
again on April 2S, with more than 
340 wounded. 

During Monday night, hundreds 
of artillery shells, mortar rounds and 
rockets pounded Christian and Mos- 
lem neighbourhoods in the worst 
violence in the capital for 10 months. 

The Christian “Voice of Leba- 
non" radio reported at least 2,500 
shells and rockets had hit east Beirut 
and its suburbs. Moslem broadcasts

The government and the World 
Zionist Organization are offering a 
prize of $1 million to anyone who 
brings about Josef Mengele 's stand- 
ing trial in Israel for the crimes he 
committed against the Jewish people 
and humanity. Justice Minister 
Moshe Nissim announced in the 
Knesset yesterday. 

A committee composed of Knes- 
set Speaker Shlomo Hfllel, Nissim, 
former Supreme Court President 
Moshe Landau, former Judge 


Moshe Etzioni and former attorney- 
general Gideon Hausner will decide 
on all matters pertaining io ibe prize. 

Ineligible for the prize will be 
anyone who acts in the fulfilment of 
duty as an employee of the State of 
Israel or another state or of a public 
body in Israel. The prize offer will be 
in effect for two years. 

Nissim told the Knesset that the 
duty to bring Nazi criminals to trial 
“has not lessened, but rather is 
growing in view of the trend towards 
forgetting and denying the Holo- 
caust. ” 


Referring to President Reagan's 
visit to the Bitburg cemetery. Nissim 
said: “We have been witness in the 
last few days to expressions of recon- 
ciliation and forgiveness towards 
those w'ho perpetrated the greatest 
atrocities the world has known since 
God created man.” 

These developments, the justice 
minister stated, “increase our deter- 
mination to bring those mass- 
murderers still alive to justice, so 
that at their trial the atrocities they 
perpetrated... will be shown clearly 
to the world.”

The Central Elections Committee 
is explicitly empowered to reject 
party lists because of the party’s 
principles, in a bill that Justice 
Minister Moshe Nissim yesterday 
presented to the Knesset for its first 
reading. 

Nissim also presented an amend- 
ment to the Penal Law explicitly 
forbidding the publication (also via 
radio or television) of any racist 
incitement. 

Only three of the over 30 members 
registered to speak in the consoli- 
dated debate on tbe two bills spoke 
yesterday, and the debate will be 
concluded at another session. What 
the two bills have in common is that 
they both stem from the election of 
Mfeir Kahanc (Kadi) to the Eleventh 
Knesset. 

The first bill is an amendment to 
die Basic Law: The Knesset. One of 
tbe grounds it prescribes for disqual- 
ifying a Knesset list is incitement to 
racism. 


The other three grounds are: 
negation of the existence of the 
state, as this is stated in the Proc- 
lamation of the Establishment of the 
State of Israel: negation of the 
democratic character of the state: 
and a reasonable basis for rhe 
apprehension that the list will sene 
as a cover for illegal acts. 

Nissim noted that the Supreme 
Court has not yet published its 
reasons for having granted the 
appeal of Kach and "the Progressive 
List against the Central Elections 
Committee's decision disqualifying 
them. 

He said the court’s decision in the 
al-Ard case of 1965 in effect con- 
firmed the committee’s authority to 
disqualify a list for substantive 
reasons (and not just because it 
failed to comply with formal require- 
ments). 

But, said Nissim. the proposed 
amendment would change the basis 
for disqualifying a list from a court 
judgment to* a legislative act. The 
proposed new basis is more fitting 


because issues of the existence of the 
state and ensuring the democratic 
system are at stake. 

’ The amendment gives expression 
to the idea of a democracy defending 
itself, and it provides the tools for 
defending the state and its basic 
principles against those who seek to 
undermine it from within. 

Turning to the second bill, he said 
that even under the existing law. 
inciting racism is prohibited. Sec- 
tions 133. 134. and 136 of tbe Penal 
Law make it a crime to advocate 
violence against any racial, national, 
or religious group. It is likewise a 
crime to defame an entire group. 

But the government wished to 
accomplish an educational purpose 
by highlighting the gravity of racial 
incitement. 

A by-product of the bill, however, 
is that it will no longer be necessary 
for the prosecution to prove intent to 
cause hostility or denigration of a 
particular group. 

It will be sufficient to prove that

Security sources yesterday disco- 
vered a booby trap consisting of two 
Russian grenades and a timer near 
the site of Monday night's roadside- 
bomb attack on an Israeli bus on the 
eastern outskirts of Kalkilya. 

The handgrenades failed to ex- 
plode at the time and the bomb was 
dismantled by a police sapper. Police 
technicians have meanwhile estab- 
lished that the roadside charge con- 
sisted of a length of pipe filled with 
explosive buried in the shoulder of 
the road and detonated by an electric 
charge. 

This is the first time this type of 
device has been encountered in the 


area and military sources have 
pointed to a long-anticipated 
copying of Shia tactics in Southern 
Lebanon. 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
said yesterday that Monday night's 
attack in Kalkilya seemed to indicate 
that the security forces are confront- 
ing locally initiated terrorism rather 
than the actions of organized cells 
directed by one of the PLO organiza- 
tions. 

At least five rock-throwing inci- 
dents were reported in various parts 
of the West Bank yesterday, 
although military sources were 
frankly sceptical that all bad indeed 
taken place. . 


Cabinet to decide on education cuts

The entire cabinet will decide on 
whatever cuts are to be made in the 
education budget. Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres said yesterday after 
meeting in the afternoon with 
Education Minister Yitzhak Navon 
and Finance Minister Yitzhak Mod- 
a’i. Navon asked that the cabinet 
deal frith tbe problem, because the 
educational and social consequences 
of the proposed cuts are so serious. 

The three met for over two hours 
on how to slash the education budget 
in light of the secondary school 
teachers’ refusal to forgo increments 
due to them last September. 

The increments were recom- 
mended by the Etzioni Commission 
on teachers' salaries and work condi- 
tionsin 1979. 

Neither the exact amount to be cut 


nor how the cut is to be carried out 
was agreed upon. It was derided that 
a joint team of Education Ministry 
and Treasury representatives would 
prepare a paper for Peres, Navon 
and Moda'i who are to meet today to 
work out a proposal for the cabinet's 
consideration. 


U.S. House approves 
free trade with Israel 

WASHINGTON (AP). - The 
House of Representatives yesterday 
passed die U.S. -Israel free trade 
agreement, which would end trade 
barriers between the two countries, 
by a vote of 422-0. The Senate Fi- 
nance Committee approved the 
measure earlier yesterday. The bill 
now goes to the Senate.

- Hie government is 
expected to sail through Today’s 
Tehiy a -sponsored no confidence 
motion. The Likud is expected to 
oppose the motion, although some of 
its MKs may be demonstratively ab- 
sent during the vote. 

Despite the common front they 
are presenting on the non- 


confidence issue. Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres and Vice Premier Yit- 
zhak Shamir yesterday took very 
opposite positions on Ezer Weiz- 
man. 

Peres described Weizman as "an 
asset to Israel’s security and its peace 
efforts.” Shamir again demanded an 
investigation into charges that Weiz- 
man may have leaked classified in- 
formation to the Americans without 


the approval of then prime minister 
Menachem Begin. 

Shamir nevertheless maintained 
thar his demand has nothing to do 
with the continued existence of the 
present government, and said that 
the Likud MKs will therefore vote 
against today's no-confidence mo- 
tion. 

Liked sources told The Jerusalem 
Post yesterday that the Weizman 


affair should not be seen in the 
context of next week's Histadrut 
elections. They note that only Sha- 
mir and those closest to him. such as 
Deputy Foreign Minister Ronnie 
Milo and Michael Dekel. are making 
themselves heard, while Deputy 
Premier David Levy and Trade 
Minister Ariel Sharon have been 
curiously silent on the subject. 

These sources sav this is because 


Shamir feels his standing as foreign 
minister has been challenged by 
Weizman's contacts with Egypt. The 
other Likud ministers have not en- 
tered the fray because they see it as 
Shamir's private war and they do not 
want io enhance his position as party 
leader. 

Meanwhile Labour Secretary- 
General Ozi Baram warned yester- 
day that the greatest danger to the 


coalition remains Sharon. He 
blamed Sharon for not finding a 
solution to the Ata crisis, while Shar- 
on in turn accused the Labour Party. 

The Likud realizes that Sharon in 
waging a private vendetta and that 
his outburst cannot be controlled.

WASHINGTON. - White House 
officials yesterday expressed deeo 
disappointment over what they re- 
gard as the surprisingly critical state- 
ments made by Prime Minister Shi- 
mon Peres and Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin regarding President 
Reagan's visit to the Bitburg military 
cemetery. 

The Americans said the angry 
Israeli statements, coming after the 
visit, were in marked contrast to 
what they regarded as the clearly 
more restrained Israeli posture in 
the days leading up to the wreath- 
laying ceremony last Sunday. 

The Peres and Rabin statements, 
made in the Knesset on Monday, 
were featured on the front pages of 
The New York Times, The Washing- 
ton Post and other newspapers 
yesterday. 

Some U.S. officials suggested that 
Rabin and Peres were responding 
largely to the angry comments made 
by Minister of Commerce Ariel 
Sharon. Sharon's remarks, which 
were extremely critical of the earlier 
restrained Peres posture over- Bit- 
burg, were also widely reported in 
the U.S. 

“We expected Sharon to lash out 


against us," one U.S. official said. 
“But we hoped the more responsible 
Israeli leadership would continue to 
be more cautious." 

Earlier U.S. officials had privately 
praised Peres for taking what they 
considered a restrained position. 

They were also delighted that the 
Israeli ambassador to West Ger- 
many, Yitzhak Ben-Ari. had been 
authorized to accompany Reagan 
and Chancellor Helmut Kohl to the 
Bergen-Belsen concentration camp 
on Sunday. All other Jewish leaders 
had boycotted that event because 
Bitburg was on the schedule. 

Nevertheless, U.S. officials 
yesterday continued to express hope 
that the damage from the Bitburg 
affair could be controlled. 

(Asked during a tour of the Jordan 
Rift settlements yesterday why 
Israel had not officially condemned 
the Bitburg visit; Peres said that this 
would have overshadowed the spon- 
taneous protest of thousands 
throughout the world. "We have 
been accustomed in the past to hear 
the prime minister (a reference pre- 
sumably to Meoachem Begin) rant- 
ing daily about how we have been 
wronged by the world." Peres said - 
‘T am not impressed by such 
speeches.")

21 IDF suicides in Lebanon since 1982 


MADRID (AP). - U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan and Spanish Prime 
Minister Felipe Gonzalez yesterday 
remained deadlocked over Central 
America policy. 

“I didn't get any sense of support 
for our economic sanctions" against 
Nicaragua, U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz told reporters. 

Gonzalez, however, hailed the 
“sincerity of our exchange of views 
and the deep clarity of our talks" and 
also noted “the importance these 
meetings have for Spain." 

Shultz said the two countries agree 
on the need for “democracy and the 
rule of law" in Central America and 
the need for a regional solution to 


problems in the area. 

Gonzalez was asked what message 
he would give Nicaraguan President 
Daniel Ortega this weekend in con- 
nection with Reagan's visit. “An 
effort has to be made for peace 
and... pluralism." the prime minister 
replied. 

Reagan, asked whether he had 
requested Gonzalez to intercede 
with the Sandanistas. told reporters: 
“I think there are some things that 
we shouldn't talk about."

Police say kibbutzniks are most law-abiding

If the number of criminal files 
opened by the police is an indication 
of the general crime level, kibbutz- 
niks are the most law-abiding 
citizens, followed by Arabs and 
haredi (ultra-Orthodox) Jews. 

Appearing before the Knesset In- 
terior Committee yesterday. Com- 
mander Meshulam Amit, chief of 
operations at Israel Police, said that 
each year, .on the average, police 
open 62 criminal files per 1000 peo- 


ple. 


But in Arab communities and in 
Bnei Brak and Jerusalem's Mea 
She'arim neighbourhoods, the num- 
ber is 30 files per 1000, and in the 
kibbutz movement, 11 criminal files 
per 1000 residents. And, he added, 
the number of files in affluent North 
TeJ Aviv is smaller than that in 
development towns. 

According to Amit, the insecurity 
felt by Israel’s elderly people “is 
more of a social problem than a 
police problem.

accurately reflect the balance of 
power between the two men.

Neither of the two is a member of 
the 10-minister inner cabinet, and 
neither is distressed at being left out 
in the cold - although they would 
both like to be included in the exclu- 
sive club of coalition brokers.

But he does not seem to 
accord too much weight to these 
legal doubts since the cabinet is by 
law empowered to determine its own 
procedures. In any case, the inner 
cabinet, as constituted, is a political 
instrument rather than a tool of 
government. 


Ministerial Defence Committee, 
which is one of its functions, and its 
additional political functions as the 
body where the Likud and Align- 
ment meet eyeball-to-eyeball over 
coalition issues.

Oire warnings of an imminent 
massacre of Christians in Southern 
Lebanon, “100 times worse than 
Sabra and S ha cilia” were issued 
yesterday by the International 
Christian Embassy in Jerusalem. 

Speaking in Beit Agron, embassy 
spokesman Jan Willem van der 
Hoeven, who just returned from a 
fact-finding tour of the area, added 
that if his feare prove justified. Israel 
“win not be able to turn its back and 
say, as the nations of the world said 
40 years ago, it's an internal matter 
and none of our concern'.” 

Castigating the “selective con- 
cern" of the West, which took an 
interest only when Israel was in- 
volved. Van der Hoeven said that in 
Talks with Christian refugees, he 
found absolutely no animosity to- 
wards Israel. But. he said, be found a 
great deal of bitterness towards fel- 
low Christians, who the refugees felt 
had abandoned them and disgust at 


the Christian leadership in Beirut. 

Van der Hoeven, who met with 
South Lebanon Army Commander 
Gen. Antoine Lahad, said that only 
60 SLA soldiers stool between the 
Moslem and Druse forces and some 
20,000 Christians in Jezztne. 

Timothy King, also of the embas- 
sy, said that it has decided to offer its 
facilities ro raise funds for the Christ- 
ian refugees. The money will be 
distributed through i-gfa ad and a

Al-Akhbar article doubts Holocaust

A leading article by Anis Mansour 
in the Egyptian al-Akhbar newspap- 
er, casting doubt on whether the 
Holocaust happened has enraged 
MK Chaike Grossman (Mapam), a 
survivor of the Holocaust. 

In a press release to Knesset re- 
porters yesterday, Grossman repro- 
duced a newspaper report from 
Cairo m which Mansour attacks Jew- 
ish and Zionist organizations for 
opposing President Reagan’s visit to 
the German military cemetery at 
Bitburg. Hie newspaper claims that 


Jewish opposition to the visit 
“sought to keep alive the Germans’ 
guilt feelings about an event whose 
occurrence has yet to be proved 
scientifically.” 

In her press release, Grossman 
says: “Since the editors of al-Akhbar 
are not yet convinced there was a 
Holocaust, I have two suggestions: 
(a) Hie newspaper should send a 
team of reporters to Auschwitz, with 
the writer of that editorial column 
included in the team; (b) The news- 
paper should phone the leaders of

Bonfires, weddings and haircuts 
are some of the traditional elements 
feat go to make up Lag Ba’Omer, 
the 33rd day of the counting of the 
Other, which begins tonight. 

The semi-holiday, which breaks 
fee period of mourning between Pes- 
sah and Shavuot, marks the end of 
the plague in which Rabbi AJdva’s 
students perished almost 2,000 years 
ago. Weddings and haircuts, both 
forbidden by religious law during the 
49-day period between the second 
night of Pessah and Shavuot, are 
permitted on this holiday. 

The main ceremonies will be held, 
as in previous years, at Meron, 
where tens of thousands of celeb- 
rants are expected for the dancing 
and singing at the tombs of Rabbi 
Shimon Bar-Yohai, reputed author 


of the baric Kabbalistic work, ‘the 
Zohar, and his son Elazar. This 
afternoon, the traditional Torah 
scroll procession will take place from 
the house of the Abu family in Safad 
to Meron. 

For thousands of hassidic youngs- 
ters, who turned three during fee 
past year, feeirfirst haircuts will take 
place today, many of them at Meron. 
Special traffic arrangements have 
been made for the area. 

And in the rest of fee country, 
bonfires will dot the landscape as 
children and adults, religious and 
secular, light the traditional Lag 
Ba’Omer fires. 

The Jewish National Fund has 
appealed to the public to take great 
care and to refrain from li ghting 
bonfires In the country's forests,' 
parks and recreational areas. More 
than 235,000 trees were burned 
down in some 908 fires last summer.

The Education Ministry has issued 
a list of safety precautions: Fires 
should only be lit in open areas, 
cleared of all inflammable material;

Congress discusses use of lab animals

Representatives from over 20 
countries are meeting this week in 
Shoresh. near Jerusalem, to study 
the uses and keeping of laboratory 
animals. 

Topics range from the purely tech- 
nical to moral-ethical problems. The 
latter were thrown into bold relief on 
Monday by a bus-load of demonstra- 
tors who invaded the congress to 
protest against the use of animals for 
experimental purposes. 

The Israeli representatives of fee 
Israel Zootechnical Association, 
who hosted the congress, expressed 
surprise at the demonstration, but 


the British and West Germans took 
it in their stride. They said they 
would have been amazed had there 
been no protest. In recent years, 
animal laboratories in England and 
Germany have been raided and 
animals set free. In some cases, 
laboratories have been bombed by 
anti-vivisection groups. 

Today, an afternoon panel will 
discuss the ethics of using laboratory 
animals. The congress organizers 
have invited Dr. Andre Menashe, a 
Tel Aviv veterinary surgeon, who 
led Monday's demonstration , to par- 
ticipate.

U.S. general 
here to mark 
Nazi defeat

Among the men of the U.S. 
Seventh Army unit which liberated 
the Dachau concentration camp on 
April 29, 1945 was Major William 
Levine. Originally in the Artillery 
Corps, but then acting as an intelli- 
gence officer, it was his job to ques- 
tion released prisoners, and resi- 
dents of the nearby town. 

Now a major-general (ret.), one 
of the few Jews to reach that rank in 
fee U.S. Army, Levine is here to 
attend fee World Assembly to com- 
memorate 40 years since the defeat 
of Nazi Germany. 

A native of Duluth, Minnesota, 
Levine says he is from a Zionist 
family and that “when I returned 
from Germany in 1946,one of my 
uncles wouldn’t talk to me because I 
did not go to Palestine.” 

After World War n Levine served 
in Korea and Vietnam, earning his 
first general's star in 1962. He has 
commanded artillery units with ato- 
mic capability., - “an awesome re- 
sponsibility,” be says. 

Now 69, Levine retired from ac- 
tive service 10 years ago. Through-

out his long military career, he says, 
he never encountered anti- 
Semitism: “I would have noticed. 
Perhaps there are isolated cases.” 
Looking at the Holocaust survi- 
vors and partisans in the Yad 
Vashem plaza at the dedication of 
the Monument to Jewish Fighters 
this week, he said: “I respect these 
people for their ability to build 
anew. They themselves are truly a 
monument to all those we have lost. 
The world doesn't realize what they 
have achieved.”

Black union man dies after S A. police release him 


JOHANNESBURG (AP).- A black trade union- 
's! died shortly after being freed from police 
custody, according to bis union, and roaming 
gangs threw stones and gasoline bombs as black 
unrest flared in a dozen townships, police said 
yesterday. 

With the rioting into its ninth month. Nobel 
Peace laureate Bishop Desmond Tutu said he was 
still hopeful about bringing together rival black 
groups that have allegedly attacked one another’s 
members over ways to confront apartheid. But 
last week. Tutu again failed to arrange peace talks 
between the rivals. 


Police have confirmed that they were investigat- 
ing a complaint from the Chemical Workers 
Industrial Union that one of its senior shop 
stewards had died of head wounds within hours of 
being freed from police custody on Monday 
afternoon. 

The union said labour leader An dries Raditsela 
was charged under internal security laws, but the 
charges were dropped Monday and he was freed. 
He went to the black Baragwanath Hospital in 
Soweto, where he died, the union said. 

A woman riding on a segregated bus suffered 
injuries on Monday night when blacks in Kwa- 


Thema, east of Johannesburg, stoned the vehicle, 
causing the driver to crash into a house, police 
said. They reported that 10 Kwa-Thema buses 
were attacked this way Monday night. 

' In Soweto, police said a gang stopped a black 
motorist and robbed him of 500 rand (S250), and 
set the car on fire. 

In Washington, 22 anti-apartheid demonstra- 
tors were arrested outside the South African 
embassy and another group staged a sit-in at the 
Washington office of a foreign exchange and 
precious metals firm that sells South African 
Krugerrands. 


Gaddafi aide urges unity with Sudan 


KHARTOUM (Reuter). - Libyan 
leader Muammar Gaddafi's top aide 
has called here for unity between 
Sudan and. Libya, the state-owned 
Sudan News Agency (Suna) re- 
ported. 

Major Abdel-Solam Jalloud led a 
40-man delegation to Sudan to meet 
army leaders who ousted President 
Ja’afar Numeiri on April 6. A recon- 
ciliation between Sudan and Libya is 
being watched with anxiety by 


Egypt, diplomats in Cairo said. 

In an interview to Suna on Mon- 
day night Jalloud urged the military 
leadership, cabinet. and all political 
parties to strive for Libyan-Sudanese 
unity. 

He said Egypt should also be in- 
volved. because the three countries 
were at the heart of the Arab world. 
“For this reason, we in Libya are 
dreaming of unity between the peo- 
ples of the three countries.” 


Thai planes bomb Vietnamese troops 


CHANTHABURI, Thailand (Reu- 
ter). - Thailand sent its warplanes 
against Vietnamese troops inside 
Thai territory yesterday as marines 
advanced to push the intruders back 
across the Kampuchean border, a 
Thai milirary commander said. 

Vice-Admiral Prase it Noikham- 
siri told Reuters at his headquarters 
here, 65 kilometres from the border, 
that 800 to 1.2U0 Vietnamese sol- 
diers were dug in along a 7km. 
stretch of mountainous countryside 
up to 1500 metres inside Thailand. 

He said the Vietnamese had en- 
tered Thailand in late April in pur- 
suit of about 1,000 Khmer Rouge 


guerrillas. 

He refused to say how many Thai 
troops were involved in the opera- 
tion or the number of aircraft sup- 
porting them. 

So far one Thai soldier and eight 
Vietnamese had been killed and 14 
Thais wounded, Prasert said. 

Prasert said the latest Vietnamese 
intrusion was likely to be the last 
before the imminent start of the 
rainy season, which would severely 
hamper troop movements.

Impasse holds up human rights meeting 


OTTAWA (AP). - An impasse over 
ground rules and agenda forced 
postponement of yesterday morn- 
ing's scheduled opening of an assem- 
bly of 35 nations to review com- 
pliance with ho man rights pledges 
signed a decade ago at Helsinki. 

Delegates met through the night, 
but foiled to agree on an agenda and 
time limi ts for the meeting, or on 
whether any .sessions should be open 
to the press and public. 

When the weary representatives 


gave up after 8 a.m., the host Cana- 
dians rescheduled the opening 
address by Foreign Secretary Joe 
Clark for late afternoon. 

Once the assembly opens, the 
U.S. and its western allies plan to 
accuse the Soviet Union and East 
Bloc countries of systematic viola- 
tions of the Helsinki accords. 

Western officials said the Soviet 
Union had argued that the entire 
conference should take place behind 
closed doors. 


U.S. gives up search for 17 missing Marines 

TOKYO (AP). -The U.S. military vors. All aboard are missing and 
abandoned the search for survivors 
of the crash of a Marine helicopter 
off southern Japan yesterday saying 
the 17 crewmen were missing and 
presumed dead. 

An overnight search by Japanese 
patrol boats yielded only small 
amounts of debris, including person- 
al items and an unopened 12-man 
life raft. Japanese officials said they 
would call off their search soon. 

The Marine Corps command on 
Okinawa, where the victims were 
based, said: “An accompanying heli- 
copter witnessed the impact and 
observed that there were no survi- 


vors. All aboard 
presumed dead.” 

The casualties were the highest 
involving U.S. military personnel in 
the area since March 1984, when 
another Marine Corps helicopter 
crashed into a Korean mountainside 
during military exercises, killing 18 
Okinawa-based Marines and 11 Ko- 
reans. 


RELEASED. - Mike Hoare, 65. the 
mercenary fighter who came out of 
retirement to lead an abortive coup 
in the Seychelles Islands three years 
ago, has been released from prison. 


Curfew in Punjab town 
after 2 Sikhs killed 


CHANDIGARH. India (Reuter). - 
Dhariwai town in Punjab State was 
put under curfew yesterday after 
Sikh extremists shot dead two Hin- 
dus, thus sparking more violence. 

A police spokesman said six ex- 
tremists killed Ramesh Kumar, son 
of Ram Ladbya. a leader of ’Prime 
Minister Rajiv Gandhi's Congress 
(I) Party, and a servant at their form 
Monday night. 

Hindus later gathered in the main 
market, stoned Sikh shops and beat 
up three Sikhs on the road, he said, 
adding that the situation was ex- 
pected to remain very tense yester- 
day. when the two men were due to 
be cremated. 

Gandhi has given top priority to 
solving problems m the Punjab, 
where Sikh extremists are pressing 
for an independent state. His several 
major peace initiatives have been 
marred by violence. 


On Saturday, two policemen were 
kjfied and one seriously injured in a 
shoot-out with a Sikh extremist in 
Chandigarh, the. state capital. The 
Sikh was arrested. 

Dhariwai, an industrial town, has 
a Hindu majority and the country- 
side around it is populated mainly by 
Sikhs. 

In Gujarat, meanwhile, the state 
government was planning fresh talks 
yesterday with leaders of a civil ser- 
vants' strike that has paralyzed the 
state government. All India Radio 
said. 

The indefinite strike started Mon- 
day in protest against promotions 
favouring lower castes. 

The strike follows a two-month 
Student campaign in Gujarat against 
plans to raise quotas of jobs and 
college places reserved for lower 
castes. At least 73 people have died 
in dashes during the campaign. 


Thousands stranded on Nigerian border 


LONDON (AP). - Thousands of 
illegal immigrants expelled from 
Nigeria are stranded on the coun- 
try's western border with neighbour- 
ing Benin, the Nigerian News Agen- 
cy (Nan) reported Monday night. 

It said the border has been closed 
to non-Benin nationals and the im- 
migrants have nowhere to go. 

The Nan report was supplied by 
the British Broadcasting Corpora- 
tion, which obtained it in Nairobi, 
Kenya. 

An exodus from Nigeria began 
last week after the government 
opened the borders to speed the 
expulsion of some 700,000 for- 
eigners. 

In face of mounting economic 
problems and a worsening crime 


rate. Nigeria's federal military gov- 
ernment ordered immigrants who 
had mostly entered the country in 
search of work, to produce the prop- 
er papers to continue residents or 
leave by Friday. 

Officials in West African coun- 
tries have said that about 300,000 of 
the people affected by the expulsion 
decree are Ghanaian migrant work- 
ers; 100,000 are from Niger and most 
of the remainder from Chad and 
Cameroon. 

The exodus is the second in less 
than two years. The first was in 
January 1983, when Nigeria's then 
civilian government ordered out 
some 2 million foreigners, blaming 
them for widespread unemployment 
and crime.

Murderer, 93, ends 
30 years on death row 

TOKYO (Renter). - A 93-year-old 
convict yesterday marked his 30th 
anni versary on death row amid con- 
troversy over whether he should at 
last be freed. 

Sadamichi Hxrasawa, a frail for- 
mer artist, was found guilty of rob- 
bing a bank after murdering 12 of its 
staff. He posed as a health official, 
saying there was a dysentery threat 
and inducing his victims to take an 
“antidote” which turned out to be 
poison.

The Palestine Post of May 9, 1945, 
reports that in Moscow the previous 
day. there was "not the slightest 
public indication... that the Ger- 
mans have capitulated.” London 
‘‘assumes that Stalin, who did not 
speak {after the Rheims surrender 
ceremony] at the same time as [Brit- 
ish prime minister] Churchill and 
[U.S. president] Truman, will wait 
till be can announce that Marshal 
Zhukov signed the surrender docu- 
ment in Berlin.” 

And that is exactly what hap- 
pened. At the bottom of the page is a 
one-sentence "stop press” item: 
"The Moscow radio in the early 
hours of this morning announced the 
signing of surrender terms with Ger- 
many.” 

THE MANIFESTO of the 244 
states: "In order to liberate Europe 
from the Nazi occupation and save 
the Middle East and North Africa 
from the threat of a similar occupa- 
tion, the Soviet Union, the Western 
Allies and the nations of Europe 
paid an unbearable price - tens of 
millions of dead, including six mil- 
lion Jews and 20 million members of 
the Soviet nation.” 

There were no details about the 
casualties suffered by the various 
unnamed "Western Allies.” And of 
course, with no more than perhaps a 
few thousand exceptions, those six 
milli on Jews did not have the pri- 
vilege of dying "in order to liberate 
Europe,” etc. They were murdered 
in cold blood, because they were 
Jews. 

Stalin's paranoid delay in 
announcing Germany's surrender (a 
paranoia echoed in the language of 
die manifesto) is, one often hears, a 
justified reaction to alleged Western 
designs on the Soviet Union and the 
West's “cold war” falsification of the 
history of World War EL 

Just how justified is that reaction?

prepared to discuss anything except 
simultaneous surrender to the Allies 
In the East and West.” 

The issue of the day before fea- 
tures a front page headline, ‘“Pay 
tribute to Russia’ - Churchill.” The 
British government had declared a 
two-day public holiday. May 8 and 9. 
In a statement announcing this 
Churchill said, inter alia: “Tomor- 
row we shall pay particular tribute to 
our Russian allies, whose prowess in 
the field has been one of the grand 
contributions to the general vic- 
tory.” 

COMPARE this with Stalin's stingy 
announcement. His sole reference to 
any other than the Russian pan in 


the victory was: “The great day of 
victory over Germany has arrived. 
Fascist Germany has been brought 
down to her knees by the Red Army 
and the troops of our allies.” 

The May 8 issue of The Post also 
contains a report that U.S. 9th Army 
troops withdrew from territory held 
east of the Elbe River, in accordance 
with the demarcation agreement 
with the Soviet Union, and Moscow 
announced that the Red Army had 
reached the Elbe. 

A report in the May 6 issue stated 
that a German surrender commis- 
sion had come to British Field Mar- 
shal Montgomery the previous day 
to surrender forces facing the Brit- 
ish. They wanted Montgomery also 


to accept the surrender of three 
German armies facing the Russians 
in the Mecklenburg area. Montgom- 
ery replied: 

“No, certainly not. Those Ger- 
man armies are fighting the Rus- 
sians. Therefore, if they surrender to 
anyone, it must be to the forces of 
the Soviet Union. I have nothing to 
do with happenings on my eastern 
flank. You go and surrender to the 
Soviet commanders. The subject is 
dosed.” 

Meanwhile, the Soviet delegation 
to the United Nations conference in 
San Francisco was already causing 
tension over the future of Poland. 

The manifesto of the 244 says: “In 
view of the reappearance of neo- 


Nazi and fascist, racist and anri- 
Semitic movements and 
frameworks, jit is our duty to keep 
alive the remembrance of the great 
anti-fascist war.. .in which humanism 
overcame Nazism.” 

Unfortunately, humanism did not 
then and has not yet overcome com- 
munism. which is the primary sup- 
port and inspiration of many of the 
world's ills today. 

THERE WERE a number of prema- 
ture. “false V-E Day” celebrations, 
and a related scandal connected with 
the desire of the Western Allies to 
allay Soviet paranoia . 

A three-column headline on the 
front page of The Palestine Post of 
April 29, 1945 read: “Peace Canard 
Sets U.S. Agog.” 

At the UN meeting in San Francis- 
co. Senator Tom Conn ally, a mem- 
ber of the U.S. delegation, told the 
Associated Press that Germany's 
surrender had been received. In 
New York, Washington. San Fran- 
cisco, London and elsewhere, tens of 
thousands of people were rejoicing 
in the streets. 

In Moscow, the official Soviet 
news agency, Tass, said London had 
reported a German surrender offer 
to the Kremlin. In Paris, Gen. 
Eisenhower, supreme commander 
of the Allied Expeditionary Forces, 
denied that there had been a surren- 
der offer. 

Radio Luxembourg and other 
sources reported that Gestapo chief 
Heinrich Himml er had offered un- 
conditional surrender to the U.S. 
and Britain but not Russia, and 
Washington and London denied 
knowledge of an official German 


peace offer, but emphasized that 
unconditional surrender had to be 
offered to all the Allies. 

Then came the scandal, of interest 
both to pro-Soviet apologists and to 
advocates of the right to know. “Big 
News Leak of Surrender,” said a 
one-column headline on page 3 of 
the May 10, 1945 Post . 

Correspondents at the Supreme 
Headquarters of the Allied Expedi- 
tionaiy Forces in Paris demanded 
that Eisenhower withdraw fifing pri- 
vileges from AP after a correspon- 
dent named Edward Kennedy 
"violated a pledge of honour by 
filing an unauthorized dispatch on 
the German surrender at Rheims." 
The protest, signed by 53 correspon- 
dents from eight countries, de- 
scribed Kennedy's action as “the 
most disgraceful, deliberate and un- 
ethical double-cross in the history of 
journalism.” 

Kennedy admitted to violating the 
pledge, saying he had done so be- 
cause he believed that Shaef “had 
□o right to bind correspondents to 
such a pledge.” 

The May 11 Post quotes 
Eisenhower as saying that Ken- 
nedy's action had imperilled the 
peace negotiations between the Ger- 
mans and the Russians. And 
-Shaef's chief press officer said 
Kennedy's action had put Eisenhow- 
er in the position of having broken 
his word to the Russians not to 
release the news “until the Russians 
were satisfied that the surrender was 
genuine on all fronts." 

On Sunday. May 13, a United 
Press dispatch stated that all London 
papers discontinued the use of AP 
services from 4 a.m. Saturday.

Israel Chemicals to 
invest $lb. over 5 years

TEL AVTV. - Israel Chemicals ex- 
pects to invest SI billion in expand- 
ing production facilities in the next 
five years, bringing annual exports 
up to $700 million, Israel Sacharov. 
chairman of the board of the chemic- 
al complex, recently informed Ariel 
Sharon. Minister of Industry and 
Trade. 

Total exports in 19S4/85 were 
$381m., and investments in the cur- 
rent year. 1985/86, are expected to 
reach $I65m. , 

Some $26m. alone were recently 
invested in Rotem fertilizers, about 
S4m. less than the expected sum 


needed to increase production by 
about 50 per cent, as well as to set up 
a 16 megawatt power plant. 

The $3SIm. export total for 1984/ 
85 is 15.5. per cent more than the 
previous year, and Israel Chemicals 
explained that this is a result of 
increased shipments. The price of all 
items shipped - mainly potash, phos- 
phates. etc. - remained about the 
same. 

During March. 1985. exports 
totalled $43m.. which is $9m. more 
than March 19S4. 

Net profits in the 1983/84 fiscal 
year were S4flm.. and early indica- 
tions point to an increase in profits in 
the 1984/85 fiscal vear.

In Frankfurt the dollar opened at 
3.2320 marks before falling to a fix of 
3.1960, more than five pfennings 
below Monday’s 3.2490 marks. 

By midaftemoon it was trading 
just above 3. 18 marks. 

London dealers said the fall was a 
correction to the dollar's recent rise 
from below three marks, which they 
said was highly speculative as no fi rm 
evidence has emerged that U.S. 


growth was quickening after a bad 
showing in the first quarter. 

L*.S. Commerce Secretary Mal- 
colm Buldrige said Monday that the 
American economy would not grow 
this year by the 4 per cent previously 
estimated. The economy grew by an 
annualized rate of only 1.3 per cent 
between January and March. 

The pound opened the day’s trad- 
ing in London at 1.1S2S dollars be- 
fore rising to 1.2043 at midday and 
touching a high of 1.2120 in the 
afternoon. 

Some London dealers were sur- 
prised at the speed of the dollar's 
fall, and most believe its underlying 
trend is stiil upwards.

Meanwhile, the union is trying to 
get government assistance to renew 
the ageing trawler fleet. Ten of the 
IS trawlers are over 20 and up to 35 
vears old and overdue for scrapping, 
tsur said. Israel Shipyards is willing 
to build, but the fishermen need 
Government guarantees for loans to 
finance the boats.

CAIRO (Reuter). - The Egyptian 
cabinet yesterday presented a 1985/ 
86 budget to parliament projecting a 
deficit of 4.9 billion pounds ($5.9 
billion), down from an estimated 
5.4b. ($6.5b.) in the current fiscal 
year. 

A cabinet report presented to par- 
liament put 1985/86 government 
spending at 20b. pounds ($24. lb.) 
for the current year. 

This gives estimated revenue of 
15.1b. pounds ($18.2b.), up from 
12.6b. ($15.2b.) in 1954/85. but the 
report gave no indication of where 
the extra revenue would come from. 

It gave no projections for oil ex- 
ports - Egypt currently exports ab- 
out 500.000 barrels a day - or Suez 
Canal income, the government’s two 


main sources of foreign currency 
after remittances from Egyptians 
working abroad. 

Oil exports currently bring the 
government an estimated $2Jb., 
while officials have said canal tolls 
were expected to top $lb. in 1984/85. 

The report forecast remittances 
would drop to 2.24b. pounds ($2.7 
b.) in 1985/S6 from almost 3b. 
($3.6b.) this year. 

It nevertheless forecast a decline 
in Egypt’s balance of payments de- 
ficit to 800 million pounds ($964 
million) in the next financial year 
from lb. pounds (51.2b.) this year. It 
gave no reasons for the expected 
decline.

Zyler: “Is it possible to withdraw a 
bit? If the public wouldn't receive 
the yield it expected it would sell the 
shares. This would precipitate the 
very crisis that your starting-point 
said must not be allowed to occur. 
From the moment that you adopt a 
starting-point that a collapse may 
not be allowed to happen, or caused, 
the inescapable result is that the 
regulation must continue and all the 
rest follows. It's the same formula 
that existed before (your gov- 
ernorship).

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place in the bank. You heard from 
Mrs. Maor about our attitude to the 
regulation. You should have invited 
people who were more in the pic- 
ture...” 

Justice Bejski (interjecting, res- 
training himself): “We asked you 
whom we should invite to testify. I 
have a grievance a gains t the Bank of 
Israel. On the 29th of January - the 
29th, yes - we asked you for sugges- 
tions on whom we should invite to 
testify here, from the bank's person- 
nel. We received no reply. Not even 
one name - not even yours (Mandei- 
baum *s). So we invited those we 
assumed would have the most to tell . 
And now you come to us with com- 
plaints that we didn't invite the right 
people. How are we to know who is 
in the picture or not? Why should the 
head of the research department not 
be informed of what is going on?” 

Mandeibaum; “I am amazed at 
what Frenkel said.” (It will be recal- 
led that the State Comptroller noted 
on page 2 of his report that the Bank 
of Israel did not cooperate with his 
investigators and did not transfer 
many documents that the State 
Comptroller sought. P.L.) 

Zyler continued to press Mandei- 
baum to show in what noticeable 
way the central bank's policy 
changed following his appointment. 
Mandeibaum mentioned manage- 
ment meetings held in late February 
1982. 

Zyler: “Where is this written?" 

Mandeibaum: “It wasn't written.” 

The above exchange, quoted at 
length to reflect its intensity and 
importance, was the highlight of the 
most remarkable day yet at the hear- 
ings of the Bejski commission. 

On the first day of Mandelbaum's 
evidence, both Bejski and Prof. 
Friedman had shown that they were 
not “buying” the line of defence that 
Mandeibaum presented. Friedman 
said openly that he did not accept 
that the bank's initiatives in the areas 
of shekel deposits and credit restric- 
tions were directed at the regulation 
phenomenon, nor that the lower 


yield achieved by bank shares in 
1982 stemmed from the bank's poli- 
cy- 

Yesterday morning, the commis- 
sion went over the story of the now- 
famous “Document of the Four” 
with a very fine comb. 

Mandelbaum's version was ex- 
haustively compared with that of 
Messer, one of the document's au- 
thors and the Bank of Israel’s repre- 
sentative on the “committee of 
four”. 

(The other members were Stock 
Exchange chairman Meir Heth and 
Securities Authority Chairman 
Michael Aruon. both of whom have 
testified already, and Controller of 
the Capital Market Ben-Ami Zuker- 
man. who will testify after Mandei- 
baum.) 

Mandeibaum was studiously 
vague about what he discussed with 
Messer, but he was unable to avoid a 
head-on clash between his own ver- 
sion and that of his former subordin- 
ate: 

Bejski: “Messer said that be dis- 
cussed the contents of the document 
with you several times - and in 
detail.” 

Mandeibaum: “I don’t recall. I 
think there were no discussions on 
the document. We spoke a lot about 
two topics - the forthcoming Law of 
Taxation Under Inflationary Condi- 
tions and the need to reduce the size 
and frequency of floatations of bank 
shares.” 

Bejski: “Did you know that the 
finance minister bad appointed a 
committee on the matter (of regula- 
tion)? That it existed and was meet- 
ing?” (Mandeibaum became acting 
governor while the committee was 
meeting, in November 1981. It had 
been formed in mid-1981 under in- 
structions from Yoram Aridor. P.L.) 

Mandeibaum: “Absolutely not. ” 

Bejski: “Is there not a failure to 
communicate here? The four most 
important personal in the capital 
markets - other than yourself - are 
meeting, and you didn't know, 
either then or later. How is it he

didn’t bring it to your knowledge? In 
his version it’s quite different.” 

This discussion itself, and ques- 
tions regarding the letter Mandei- 
baum sent to Bank Leumi Chair- 
man Ernest Japhet on October 18. 
1983. after the bank share crash, that 
had been written on the fifth of that 
month - before the crash, were just 
part of the mass of material to 
emerge from yesterday's hearings. 

Professor Marshal Sarnat cross- 
examined Mandeibaum at great 
length in the afternoon regarding the 
celebrated attempt of Bank Mizrahi 
to buy control of Fibi, the parent of 
the First International Bank, in De- 
cember 1. 1982. 

This part of the testimony was 
sensational - but was itself trumped 
by the Zyler questioning session that 
followed it, quoted above. 

Mandeibaum was at fust entirely 
at sea in the face of Sarnat's ques- 
tions. The finance professor quoted 
from an internal Bank of Israel docu- 
ment that gave the value of the 
shares in Fibi that Mizrahi wanted to 
buy at $50 million on the basis of the 
bank’s nominal profit and only 
S22m. on the basis of adjusted profit . 
Mizrahi offered S150m. 

“What does it tel] us about the 
state of the capital markets at that 
time, and about the effects of the 
regulation,” asked Sarnat, “if the 
Bank of Israel noted that the deal be 
allowed only if Mizrahi obtain per- 
mission to float an issue of $100m. 
worth of its shares as soon as possi- 
ble. to take advantage of the 
buoyant market then extant? Mizra- 
hi buys control of Fibi, and sells its 
own overpriced shares - which give 
their holders no control whatsoever 
- to the general public?" 


Dollar-linked bonds dive 


MARKET

While the share marker was quiet 
and the index-linked bond sector 
regained a semblance of stability 
yesterday, the dollar-linked bonds 
plunged. The selling-wave in rhe 
bond market thus continued to make 
its way from one sector to another, 
as if in rotation. 

The background to the sales may 
weU be the forthcoming issue of IS25 
billion of the first of the new Admon 
dollar-linked bonds, to be held by 
tender tomorrow. This series, .no. 
2501, will carry 7Vl per cent interest 
paid annually over its two year life. 

Whatever the case, the bond mar- 
ket has been weak to shaky for some 
time. A possible good omen was the 
fall in volumes yesterday, by almost 
half compared to those of Monday. 
This may signal that the selling 'is 
blowing itself out and leaving “the 
market in a trough, from whence a 
recovery could come. ' 

In the share market, for the 
second day in succession. -prices 
were mixed, but the indices were 
barely changed. This was true in the 
“arrangement” and non-bank shares 
alike. The volume fell again, to be- 
low IS2b.. and the share of the 
arrangement” sector fell to barely 
one-third of the total. 

Several share groups fell, notably 
investment companies (again, this 


time by 2.68 per cent), insurance, 
services, and real estate. Oils 
gained, but the outstanding per- 
formance was that of the specialized . 
financial institutions, which soared 
by 8-71 per cent, with many issues 
recording 10 per cent gains on the 
day.

Nothing to sell 


ELECTION CAMPAIGN propaganda, even in the more 
enlightened countries, is rarely a model of reasoned debate. 
But for sheer demagoguery, the Likud's populist sloganeers in 
the campaign for next week's Histadrut election easily take the 
biscuit. 

The Likud has a problem. The Histadrut poll will serve as a

ler's genuine popularity in Germany 
was mainly based on a promise to 
achieve that goal.

Likud’s standard-bearer, Yaacov Shammai, is hardly a match 
for the Alignment's Yisrael Kessar, the Histadrut secretary- 
general. And it may seem a trifle difficult today to disguise the 
fact that seven years of Likud rule left the country on the verge 
of economic disaster. 

Working people, it may be assumed, have a stake in Israel’s 
economic viability, and they are liable to punish the party that 
hung the Damoclean sword of unemployment over their heads. 

To the Likud sloganeers, however, the solution is plain. To 
raise the banner of the “national camp" again. This diverts 
attention from bread-and-butter issues where the Likud’s 
record is bad to more convenient slogans about Judea and 
Samaria as Israel's forever. So the workers are told that the 
Likud with Yitzhak Shamir will "rub out" the Jordanian 
Option. 

Few workers, presumably, will notice that the Jordanian 
Option was supposed never to exist, and inquire how, if it does 
exist, it can be "rubbed out" by Israel without this country 
reneging on its commitments under Camp David. But some 
workers will, presumably, draw inspiration from the prospect 
that the supply of cheap manual labour from the territories will 
be kept up. 

Still, outright bread-and-butter issues cannot be ignored 
completely. The present economic crisis must somehow be 
addressed. And addressed it is, in a manner of speaking, with 
the grand rhetorical question: "Why was there full employment 
during the Likud's seven-year rule, while as soon as the 
Alignment has come to power there is unemployment? Why?!" 

The assumption must be that there are enough unthinking 
folk among the workers who will buy the proposition that the 
country is now ruled not hy a partnership of the two major 
parties but by the Alignment, and that the looming economic 
crisis is all the Alignment’s fault. Only that assumption, too, 
can explain the Likud's nomination of ex-Knesset member 
Michael Kleiner as a candidate for chairman of the Tel Aviv 
Labour Council. 

For Mr. Kleiner is a self-appointed spokesman of the Israeli 
version of the New Right, which believes in union bashing and 
in unemployment as the perfect cure for inflation. 

In its pre- Kleiner days the Likud in the Histadrut used to 
argue for confining the labour federation's role to the strict 
union protection of worker rights, and for the transfer of such 
extraneous or wasteful activities as health care, construction or 
banking to the state or to’ private entrepreneurs. 

Such demands have been muted in this election campaign. 
Instead, the Likud dramatically inquires why Histadrut 
marketing chains charge higher prices than private stores, 
which they do not, and protest, with a straight face, that 
Alignment managers of Histadrut companies drink cocktails 
and go abroad. 

The Likud Histadrut campaign also charges that, under 
Alignment leadership, the labour federation is not helping 
army veterans and young couples, nor is it aiding young people 
from neighbourhoods and development towns get to universi- 
ty- 

Not mentioned is the fact that in the Likud’s ideology - both 
Herut and the Liberals - these are not the concerns of the 
Histadrut. They belong only to the state. 

Thus the May 13 election is shaping up as a test of the 
organized Israeli worker’s ability to identify vicious innuendos, 
half-truths and deceptions for what they are. 

The Histadrut today is admittedly far from being the perfect 
embodiment of the founding-fathers’ ideals. Mr. Kessar will 
have plenty of house-cleaning to perform if, or when, he wins. 

Bur he will be in scant need of assistance from the Likud. 


at least once a day), but we all live in 
the shadow of World War II. The 
peace of 1945 still determines the 
distribution of power in the world, 
and the experience of that war still 
governs the expectations, fears and 
reflexes of ail the great powers. 

There is nothing new about this. 
Since modem history began in the 
16th century, the great powers have 
all gone to war with each other on 
average about every 50 years (fought 
a “world war,” to use the current 
terminology), and every period of 
peace has been similarly dominated 
by the outcome of the previous war. 
Last time, America and Russia were 
the big winners, and Europe was the 
great loser. 

The winners shape the peace. 
They then fall out. as a rule, which is 
why we live in a world dominated by 
the Soviet- American nuclear con- 
frontation. By the same token, if the 
Axis Powers had won the war (it was 
never veiy likely, given the relative 
populations and resources, but any- 
thing is possible) then we would 
almost certainly now live in a world 
dominated by a German- Japanese 
nuclear confrontation. 

But that is just playing at might- 
have-beens. What really matters is 
that our world is still dominated by 
the mythology of World War C. 


gathering all the German-speaking 
parts of Europe under his rule. The 
trigger for the war was his demand 
for the return of the "Polish Corri- 
dor." a piece of territory that had 
been German for centuries before 
1918, but had been arbitrarily hand- 
ed over to Poland and Versailles. 

Britain and France went to war 
with Germany in 1939 not to save 
Poland or democracy, but to defend 
the peace settlement they had im- 
posed in 1919. and their resulting 
position of predominant power in 
Europe. The fortunes of war gave 
Hitler control of all Western Europe 
by 1940. but there is no evidence that 
he had ever seriously envisaged the 
conquest of France before foe war 
began. 

As for America and Russia, they 
tried hard to stay out - foe US 
declared neutrality, and the Soviet 
Union even signed a non-aggression 
pact with Germany - but they were 
dragged into rhe war anyway within 
two years. The German attack on 
Russia in July 1941 and the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbour five months 
later were both strategic follies, but 
they were quite typical of how world 
wars gradually spread to involve all 
the great powers. 


More flak for Reagan 


THE PROTESTS over the Bitburg visit have probably not 
dented President Reagan’s personal conviction that he did the 
right thing. As is the natural inclination in such matters, the 
visit will go down in the books of the Reagan Administration as 
a "courageous show of presidential firmness." 

But the large-scale demonstrations in Spain against President 
Reagan's visit there are a different matter altogether. They 
represent opposition to the U.S., to Nato and to American 
policy, especially in Latin America. And since Spain is an 
important element in U.S. strategic policy, these demonstra- 
tions must be unsettling, if not surprising, for the White House. 

American presidents are not enamoured of such protests on 
foreign visits, for they do not look good at home. To soften the 
embarrassment, the Spanish prime minister, Felipe Gonzalez, 
was compelled to announce that, despite differences with Mr. 
Reagan, he and almost every political party in Spain welcomed 
the visit. But that very affirmation betrays the sense of 
awkwardness that must now beset Spain’s relations with the 
U.S. 

For as long as Spain was not in the Common Market it always 
carefully nourished its relations with the U.S. to its best 
advantage, and, of course, the American military bases in 
Spain attested to the profound U.S. strategic interest in Spain. 

But now Spanish opinion may be shifting its focus to Europe, 
and popular disaffection with American policy and the Amer- 
ican presence may slowly erode the affinities that existed for 
four decades. 

Mr. Gonzales and his government will no doubt try to stem 
any such - erosion. However, after the burnings of the American 
flag and the effigies of Mr. Reagan that festooned Spain in the 
last few days. Washington will probably expect more than 
rhetoric. 


WE BELIEVE that "appeasement” 
encouraged Hitler to overreach him- 
self in the late 1930s, when a firmer 
policy might somehow have pre- 
vented foe war. So both foe West 
and foe Soviet Union habitually app- 
ly foe widly inappropriate anajbgy of 
Munich to their own relations, build- 
ing alliances and heaping up 
weapons in order to stop foe other 
side from acting like Hitler, which 
□either side has ever shown any 
inclination to do. 

At foe same time, and in direct 
contradiction to the foregoing, we 
manage to believe that the Second 
World War was a unique event, 
caused by one evil man (Hitler) and 
one crazed group of extremists (foe 
Japanese military). We even believe 
that foe war was a moral crusade. 

These are comforting beliefs, for 
they give meaning to our past sacri- 
fices, and hope for foe present. If 
only we don’t appease "aggressors" 
this time, we can prevent another 
war. So long as a freak like Hitler 
doesn’t gain power again in a great 
nation, we are pretty safe. And in 
any case, we have the consolation 
(unless we happen to be German or 
Japanese) that we have always been 
on foe side of right; truth and justice. 

It was:a piece of great good luck 
for foe victorious Allies when they 
discovered foe extermination camps 
in Nazi Germany in 1944-45, forthey 
retrospectively proved the justice of 
foe Allied cause. Auschwitz has 
saved everybody (except foe histo- 
rians, whom nobody listens to) from 
having to deal with foe real reasons 
why foe Allies went into World War 

n. 

Nobody went to war with Ger- 
many to save foe Jews - and indeed 
even the Nazis had not yet thought of 
the extermination camps in 1939, 
Even when word of what was hap- 
pening in places like Auschwitz and 
Treblmka seeped out in the middle 
of foe war, foe Allied government 
studiously ignored it for as long as 
possible. 

Governments hardly ever go to 
war to stop other governments from 
mistreating their own citizens, and it 
did not happen in 1939. We may 
deplore evil from afar, as we have 
done more recently in foe case of foe 
Cambodian genocide, but we do not 
intervene out of sheer highminded- • 
ness. 


Nor was foe Worid War II fought 
to defend democracy. For one thing, 
democracy outside Germany was 
not in any particular danger from 
Hitler, who was far more interested 
ideologically in destroying Com- 
munism. The Soviet Union's role in 
defeating Germany was at least as 
great as that of the Western demo- 
cracies, and the war against Japan 
was fought in defence of foe West’s 
Asian colonies, which were hardly 
democracies either. 
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Finally, we did not fight foe World 
War II to stop Hitler from conquer- 
ing foe world, because that was nev- 
er his intention. He tended to ex- 
aggerate in his Speeches, but he was 
not so unrealistic as that about Ger- 
many’s military power. His real pur- 
pose was to make Germany supreme 
in the continent of Europe: exactly 
the same project that was once pur- 
sued by Lavas XIV or Napoleon on 
behalf of France. 


WORLD WAR n, in short, was not 
a unique event or a moral crusade, 
nt’* The wealth, organizational ability 
m . and tech nology available to the grea t 
ter powers by 1939 made it vastly more 
re . destructive - it killed at least 40 
est million people, compared to 10 mil- 
jp. Hon in Worid War I and 4 million in 
of the Napoleonic wars - but it was 
Id. fundamentally just another world 
up war tike all the others. 
ie r We normally only count foe two 
ch great wars of our own century as 
ay "world wars,” but what this phrase 
really means in practice is a war in 
set which ail the great powers of the 
ve time are involved. 

1( j By that criterion, there have been 

it, six world wars in modern history: foe 
id Thirty Years’ War of 1618-48. foe 
ic War of the Spanish Succession in 
fe 1702-14, the Seven Years’ War of 
1756-63, the Revolutionary and 
3 r Napoleonic Wars of 1791-1814, and 
i- the two world wars of 1914-18 and 
If 1939-45. 

i" This is not just a catalogue of 
>r random disasters. The list has an 
;r alarmingly cyclical character: apart 
it from the long 19th-century gap, foe 
n great powers have all gone to war 
n with each other every 50 years 

or throughout modern history. 

□ Even the “long peace” of foe last 
century is deceptive. Right on sche- 
dule, between 1854 and 1870, practi- 
c cally every great power fought one 
1 or several others: Britain. France 
5 and Turkey against Russia; France 
f and Italy against America: Germany 
, against Austria: and then Germany 
’ against France. 

On several occasions it looked 
| probable that one of these more 
restricted wars might expand to 
embrace all the great powers, but 
* fortunately none of them lasted long 
enough. (Generally speaking, the 
longer a war between any two great 
powers lasts, foe likelier it is to drag 
in foe others as well.) Instead, this 
series of smaller wars seems to have 
relieved foe pressures for change I 
•• that were building up wi thin foe 
international system, and postponed 
foe next world war for another half- 
century. 

So why do foe great powers all go 
to war with each other about every 
50 years, on average? It is almost 
certainly because foe most impor- 
tant international facts and rela- 
tionships in any inter-war period are 
all determined by foe peace treaty 
that ended the last war. 

Each world war reshuffles foe 
pack, and then foe situation is more - 
or less frozen by the peace settle- 
ment. That is what fixes all foe 
sensitive, disputed frontiers, and 
allocates the various great powers 
their positions in foe international 
pecking order. 

At foe instant it is signed, foe 
peace settlement is generally an ex- 
act description of -foe true power 
relationships in foe world. It is there- 
fore easily enforceable, because foe 
beneficiaries have just beaten the 
losers in war. 

But as the decades of peace pass, 
some powers grow rapidly in 
strength and others face relative de- 
cline. After half a century or so, the 
. real power relationships in the world 

are very different from those pre- 
scribed by the last peace settlement. 

It is generally at that point that 
some frustrated power whose allot- 
ted role in foe international system is 
too confining, or some frightened 
nation in decline which sees its pow- 


t THERE IS no magic in the figure of 
t 50 years. That just seems to be how 
long it usually takes for the realities 
of power to get seriously out of kilter 
with foe relations prescribed by foe 
last peace settlement. 

The vastly greater scale of destruc- 
tion in the last two world wars makes 
it hard for us to recognize them as 
part of a longer series, and the fact 
that the Second World War came 
only 20 years after the First seriously 
distorts our perception of the normal 
historical rhythm. (It also gives us a 
quite unwarranted confidence that 
we are doing better than previous 
generations at avoiding a major 
war.) 

But foe unusually brief interval of 
peace after World War I is probably 
due mainly to the fact that it was foe 
first total war. This inevitably meant 
that it had to end with the uncon- 
ditional surrender of the losers, 
rather than a negotiated settlement. 
The causes of foe war were no more 
profound than usual, but foe sheer 
scale of foe. sacrifices needed to win 
it made anything less than total vic- 
tory unacceptable to foe people who 
fought it. 

Tremendous victories make bad 
peaces. The Treaty of Versailles in 
1919. with its extreme terms, was a 
less accurate description of the real 
power relationships in foe world 
than most peace settlements, and so 
it broke down more quickly than 
usual. 

World War II ended in an equally 
tremendous victory, but the peace 
settlement has already lasted twice 
as long. This may be partly due to the 
inhibiting affect of nuclear weapons, 
but it can also be ascribed to foe fact 
that foe big winners of foe last war, 
foe two superpowers, have been re- 
markably successful in maintainin g 
the highly satisfactory status quo (for 
them) that emerged in 1945. 

Indeed, foe superpowers’ present j 
alliances in Europe closely cones- j 
pond to foe furthest points reached < 
by their troops in 1945, and their ] 
power continues to dwarf that of any c 
potential rivals. \ 
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NATO'S first secretary-general. 
Lord Ismay, once described foe pur- 
pose of foe alliance as being to keep 
foe Americans in, foe Soviets out, 
and the Germans down. The War- 
saw Pact could similarly be described 
as a device to keep foe Russians in 
Eastern Europe, foe Americans out 
and. of course, to keep the Germans 
down. In effect, foe two alliances 
exist mainly to preserve foe 1945 
status :juo. 

It's not that foe Gennans are in- 
trinsically more dangerous than 
other nations, but the victors of 1945 
still reflexively see Central Europe, 
where foe Gennans Hve, as foe focal 
point of their present competition. 
That is why they have such huge 
military forces concentrated there. 


Leaving aside foe simultaneous 
but largely separate Pacific war of 
1941-45, World War IT was essential- 
ly a struggle between foe three 
potential superpowers of foe north- 
ern hemisphere: foe U.S.. foe Soviet 
Union, and "Europe." More pre- 
cisely. it was an attempt by Nazi 
Germany to create a pan-European 
superpower governed from Berlin. 

Such a superpower did not exist in 
1939, when Europe was divided into 
several dozen independent coun- 
tries. It did exist by 1942. when 
Germany had conquered or over- 
awed all of continental Europe from 
western Russia to the Atlantic, and 
from Norway to Greece. It had been 
destroyed again by 1945, and it is not 
in the interest of either of the ex- 
isting superpowers to see it recre- 
ated. 

Germany’s central position and 
large population - in 1938 it con- > 
tained SO million people, twice as 
many as any other European country 
west of Russia - were a standing 
invitation to the kind of military 
gamble Hitler eventually took. But 
Germany's attempt to build a super- 
power on this base failed because the 
other historic nations of Europe 
were unwilling to accept German 
domination. And so in foe end Ger- 
many itself was dismantled and par- 
titioned by foe victorious Allies. 

In practice, all of foe potential 
superpower of Europe was parti- 
tioned too: ever since 1945, there 
have been American or Soviet 
troops in almost all of the European 
countries that fought in World War 
II. In the divided, remnants of Ger- 
many itself, foreign troops belonging 
to Nato and the Warsaw Pact come 
close to outnumbering the native 
German troops. 

That was foe peace settlement of 
1945, which foe superpowers are 
dedicated to maintaining. It is re- 
latively stable because the U.S. has 
no real interest in pushing foe Rus- 
sians out of Eastern Europe, and foe 
Soviet Union has even less interest in 


driving foe Americans out of West- 
ern Europe. 


THE RISKS involved in seeking to 
destroy the Soviet empfre far out- 
weigh any possible gains for the 
U.S.. as it has repeatedly demons- 
trated by standing aside during re- 
volts in Eastern Europe. And while 
the Russians would quite Hke the 
Americans to go back where they 
nm e from, foe idea of actually over- 
running Western Europe is unthink- 
able, because it would mean reunit- 
ing Germany. 

It would be a Communist Ger- 
many, certainly, but their experi- ‘ 
ence with China has already taught 
the Russians that a shared ideology 
does not necessarily make nations 
allies. To unite Europe under Com- 
munist rule would be to lay the 
foundations for recreating foe 
German-led European superpower 
that nearly destroyed the Soviet Un- 
ion during World War IL Thev 
would be mad to do it, mid they 
know it. . 

We live, therefore, in a period of 
unusual stability in the reutioris be- 
tween foe great powers. Jt is not 
necessary (or even plausible) to be- 
lieve that nuclear deterrence has 
kept foe peace for 40 years. The 
major powers simply have no incen- 
tive to seek radical changes in foe 
international system that might lead 
to war. 

True, the Americans and the Rus- 
sians distrust and fear each other, as j 
foe leading powers have done in j 
every age. But so long as foe Rus- 
sians are still building monuments to 
foeir victory' over Germany, they 
will never contemplate a deliberate 
war in Europe, and neither, of 
course, will foe Americans. 

Perhaps, in these circumstances, 
we can hope for more than foe usual 
half-century interval between world 
wars. 
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HITLER was bound to meet serious 
opposition in that project, because 
he was trying to upset foe distribu- 
tion of power that had been estab- 
lished by foe Treaty of Versailles at 
foe end of foe World War I. In that 
treaty, foe victorious powers had 
heaped foe entire blame for Worid 
War I on Germany, quite unjustly, 
and had taken away much German 
territory and reduced the country to 
an inferior status internationally. 

It was inevitable that Germany 
should try to regain its former posi- 
tion among foe great powers: Hit- 
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
